He will address a mass meet- 
ing on woman's suffrage in Washing- 
ton September 16.

There were thousands of them 
before the election last October, but 
the actual results of the new po- 
litical order have so completely and 
conclusively disproven all the oppo- 
sition arguments that every one is 
obliged now to concede the value and 
righteousness of equal suffrage.

SEVEN DROWNED. 
r persons who fell on the 
stree} prostrated, were rushed to the 
hospital, but could not be resuscitated. 
Seven persons were drowned in Lake 
Michigan, and in near-by ponds, and 
rivers, where they were bathing, seek- 
ing to escape the terrific heat. 

Suffering was great in all parts of 
the city, but more especially in the 
congested districts. Hundreds ot 
thousands sought relief in the packs. 
But even here and along the lake 
shore, the heat was intense. 

MORE THAN HUNDRED PROSTRA 

More than one hundred persons 
were prostrated on the streets in dit- 
ferent parts of the city. Numbers of. 
them are hovering between life and 
death at various hospitals.

SUPERVISORS REBEL. 
TROUBLE OVER ASSESSMENTS. 
[Special Correspondence of the Times.) 
PRESCOTT (Ariz.) Aug. 31.—Rank 
rebellion has arisen in Yavapai coun- 
ty against the newhy-established State 
government of Arizona, for the Coun- 
ty Supervisors have refused to obey 
the mandate of the Arizona Tax Com- 
mission.

CRACK THIRTY MILES LONG. 
Reports from the earthquake dis- 
trict affected by last week's shock 
tell that it was greatest north of the 
San Francisco peaks, parallelling the 
Tuba road at a distance of five miles 
The country is said to have been 
split by a well-defined crack for thirty 
miles. At points it remains three feet 
wide, with rocks and debris tumbled 
into it. Many reports of the disturb- 
ance have been brought in by Navajo 
Indians, who quit the vicinity in 3 
hurry, affirming that their hearts 
“died in them” with terror.

John D. Archbold and Senator Pen- 

rose. The letter is a document of ap- 

proximately 18,000 words. 

The letter, in part, follows: 

“As regards the statement of Mr. 
Penrose and Mr. Archbold that with 
my consent or knowledge Mr. Bliss 
asked the Standard for $100,000, or 


other sum, or received such sum from 


them, it is an unqualified falschood. 

“If any request for funds was made 
from the Standard Oil Company or if 
any funds were received from the 
Standard Oil Company by Mr. Bliss, 
or anyone else connected with the 
National Committee in 1904; it was 
not merely done without my knowl- 
edge, but was done against my express 
direction and prohibition, and in spite 
of the fact that I was assured that no 
such request had been made and that 
no such contribution had been or 
would be received.“ 

BLOTTING PAPER. 

In support of this statement Roose- 
velt includes his letters and telegram 
of October 26, 27 and 29, 1904, to 
George B. Cortelyou, the Republican 
national chairman. These letters 
which were made public recently 
called Mr. Cortelyou's attention to a 
report that Standard Oil interests had 


contributions but once. This was in 
a letter to him of October 28, 1904.” 

Here Col. Roosevelt replies to an 
allusion in the exposure to Alton B. 
Parker’s charges in 1904. In reply to 
this charge, that big corporations had 
contributed liberally to the Republi- 
can campaign fund through the solici- 
tation of Mr. Cortelyou, Roosevelt in- 
cludes the letter he says he wrote to 
James 8. Sherman, now Vice-Presi- 
dent. on October 8, 1906, in which he 
reviewed at length the Roosevelt- 
Harriman controversy over the $260,- 
000 contribution of the late E. H. Har- 
riman in 1904. 

This letter which was published 
shortly after it was written, contained 
correspondence between Messers. 
Roosevelt and Harriman and char- 
acterized Mr. Harriman's statement 
that Roosevelt requested him to raise 
$250,000 as ‘a deliberate and willful 
untruth—by rights it should be char- 
acterized by an even shorter and more 
ugly word.” 

ANOTHER LETTER. 

It also includes the letter written 
by Col. Roosevelt—then President— 
to Mr Harriman on October 14, 1904, 
in which Col. Roosevelt said, “Now, 
my dear sir, you and I are practhal 
men,” as well as several other letters 
bearing closely on the issue. Col. 
Roosevelt's letter to Senator Clapp 
then continues as follows: 

“This letter was written in Mr. 
Harriman’s lifetime, and neither was 
contradicted then nor can be con- 
tradicted now. Mr. Loeb, then my 
private secretary, heard my conver- 
sation with Mr. Harriman, and can 
testify about it. Mr. Harriman never 


contributed $100,000 to the Roosevelt} ven discussed with me giving any- 


fund and directed that the money be 
returned if the report were true. The 
telegram asked if this had been done. 


“Subsequent to this telegram Nr. 


Loeb, my private secretary, called Mr. 
Cortelyou up on the telephone,“ the 
letter continues, “and later I did so 
myself. He notified me first through 
Mr. Loeb and then directly that no 
such contribution had been received 
or would be received. 

He told me he saw Mr. Bliss.

iS STILL, VISIBLE TO THOSE 
WHO WILL SEE. 

Rev. W. E. Tilroe, D. D., preached 
at the Boyle Heights Methodist 
Episcopal Church yesterday on “The 
| Heavenly Viston.” (Acts 26-19.) He 
said in part: 

“Marvelous as it is the heavenly 
vision is not unlikely. The Bible is 
so crowded with compliments to the 
human race that one more is no bur- 
den. It tells us that men are not 
the output of nature, but the handi- 
work of God. It says that man is 
great enough to have dominion and 
rule over all things else, and the his- 
tory of the planet has proven it true. 
It declares that man is immortal. 
while the earth is to burn and melt 
its whilom landlord and tenant is 
to live forever. The heavenly vision 
keeps great company. That man is 
too big for the world he lives in, and 
must have other worlds for teachers 
is not at all surprising. Builded of 
God, ruling all creation, and im- 
mune to ashes and decay, did the 
heavens not speak with Him we 
should wonder and inquire. That ev- 
ery skeptic is driven to be greatly 
skeptical is a path to faith. The 
heavenly vision is very probable. 

“The heavenly vision is a divine 
prerogative. Man does not earn it 
or deserve it. It is the gift of God. 
So it happens that it is at sundry 
times and in divers manners, as 
pleases Him, that He shows His face 
to men. To himself, to his neigh- 
bors, and to those who have come 
after, Saul of Tarsus was the last 
man for the particular vision that 
came. Until this day the heavenly 
vision has never been stereotyped. 
The business of man is not with its 
coming, but with its use. If a speoc- 
tacular Damascus road experience is 
well for man, God can bring it 
about. If like Lydia, whose heart 
the Lord opened, the quiet hour is 
better even so will it be. It is suf- 
ficient that given His own good time 
the vision is never withheld. That 
which may be known of God is mani- 
fest to all men, for God hath showed 
it unto them. 

“The heavenly vision is a matter 
of utility. Saul must use and stand 
upon his feet for the Master has ap- 
peared unto him for a purpose. He 
is to be a minister and a witness. 
He is to open the eyes of men, turn 
them from darkness to light and 
from the power of satan unto Goi. 
Men are to see God that they may 
do things for God. ‘The vision and 
the task are mated. The crime of 
sin is its uselessness. 

“The heavenly vision is an oppor- 
tunity. It does not compel. At 
noonday, above the brightness of the 
sun, blinded in his tracks, for three 
days crushed into humble helpless- 
ness, Saul finds still he could have 
been disobedient to the heavenly vi- 
sion. He is glad to remember in the 
years that ran to meet him that he 
was not just because he might have 
been. It matters little about the vi- 
sion. It matters everything what we 
do with it. If God shall put in our 
keeping five talents or one is His 
affair. Whether we shall give him 
back his own with usury is the busi- 
ness of our lives.”

ST. ATHANASIUS EPISCOPAL. 
THE POTENTIALITY FOR GOOD IN 
EVERY MAN, EVEN THOSE WHO 

ARE IN PRISON. 


The text of the sermon by Rev. C. 
T. Murphy of St. Athanasius Episcopal 
Church yesterday morning was from 
Matt. 25:36: “I was in prison.“ 
said in part: 

“If our Lord Jesus Christ were in 
the County Jail in this city how would 
that event affect us? How would we 
know He were there? In this chap- 
ter of St. Matthew the climax of 
prophecy and pathos in His teaching 
is reached in the description of the 
final judgment, and there in the Bill 
of Particulars from which sentence 
is pronounced, twice does He solemn- 
ly rehearse these words, ‘I was in 
prison.’ To the blessed He adds, ‘And 
ve came unto Me;’ to those on the left 
hand, ‘And ye visited Me not.’ May 
we never be indifferent to the sensi- 
tive humanity possessed by Him even 
behind prison bars. 

“The natural tendency in visiting 

penal institutions is to look in them 
for the devil, not for Jesus Christ 
The attitude of society towards those 
convicted of crime has ever been to 
emphasize hideously their evil, and 
neglect or debase their common hu- 
manity—and that same humanity 
which the Saviour took upon Himself. 
“The control of prisoners by the 
State revolves around their sin ac- 
complished; the theory of redemption 
centers the attention upon the po- 
tentiality for good in every man. The 
later method involves a much more 
complicated and difficult method of 
treatment, but it has hope for suc- 
cess. The total failure of the old 
method of dealing with crime and 
criminals is an acknowledged blot 
upon our civilization. 
“Care for the waste elements of 
society is the mark of Christian so- 
clety. Jesus Christ, the present per- 
sonal Lord, is the sensitive embodi- 
ment at once of the sovereignty of 
righteousness and of social deficiency 
—the former because of the latter. 
Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
one of the least of these, my brethren, 
ye have done it unto Me.“

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FIRST METHODIST CHURCH. 
ABOUT WOMEN SMOKING, DECEMBER- 
MAY MARRIAGES, TAXING 
BACHELORS, ETC. 

Dr. Charles Edward Locke, at 
the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church, last evening, spoke at 
some length on the character of Wil- 
liam Booth, and then again opened 
his letter-box and question drawer. 
Following are some of the questions 

and Dr. Locke's answers: 

“Should Christians ride on street 
cars on Sunday?” 

“To use the street cag on Sunday 
for deeds of mercy and for conven- 
lence of worship it seems to me is 
wise and harmless, but the use of 
the street car for Sunday excursions 
and for frolic d noisy recreation is 
most reprehensible. Sunday is a 
home day, a rest day and a worship 
day and should not be spent in dis- 
sipation and frivolity. The street car 
men who are compelled to work on 
Sunday should be given and required 
to take, one day out of the seven 
for rest; and they should be so ro- 
tated as to give them as many Sun- 
days off as possible.

“If there was ome case of this dire- 
ful disease in Los Angeles it was a 
menace. That there were many tragi- 
cal cages it cannot be disputed. The 
reports which reached the outside 
world were no doubt exaggerated. 
Thanks to the prompt action of the 
health officers of our city the ravages 
of the disease have been retarded; 
and it now seems certain that it 
will soon entirely disappear. 

“Should women smoke?” 

“There are some things to which 
one gets accustomed in men, which 
seem so utterly incongruous and vul- 
gar and unwomanly in women, that 
every sense of propriety is violated 
and one of those things is smoking. 
Even men who are somewhat indit- 
ferent about their own moral ac 
tions would be appalled to see these 
same things done by women. In a 
peculiar sense women are the high- 
priestesses and custodians of noblest 
ethical ideals. Every normal man 
idealizes woman, and wants her to 
be spotiess in her character and un- 
blemished in her deeds. Any woman 
who smokes, I fear, is not very far 
away from the path of degeneracy. 

“Should a yeung woman consent 
to marry an old man?“ 

“In nature all unnatural things 
are usually accompanied with a pen- 
alty. Deformities result when the 
fundamental laws of nature are not 
regarded. The purpose of marriage 
ig to increase the love interests of 
the world and to bring forth health- 
ful, happy children. 

“Tt cannot be denied that occa- 
sionally there are marriages between 
an old man and a young woman in 
which both of these happy results 
obtain for a time. However, in the 
very nature of things the old mad 
cannot live many years to care for 
his young wife. Widowhood is in- 
evitable and in many cases disap- 
pointment, and sometimes, great un- 
happiness ensues. 

“In my first city church I married 
aman of 70 to a girl of 17. I think 
the Lord after due penitence on my 
part, has forgiven me for that but 
I would never do it again., 

“Tf it is right for a young woman 
to marry an old man, why is it not 
right for a young man to marry an 
old woman? We should consider such 
a man ag an idiot at large and in 
need of a guardian. In mogt cases 
where the discrepancy in ages is 80 
great there are found to be material 
inducements which seem to have a 
distorting effect upon the good judg- 
ment of the young woman. If a 
young woman is looking for early 
widowhood and much discontent, let 
her marry an old man. 

Is it stealing to withhold our car 
fare if the conductor inadvertently 
overlooks it? 

“The moment I step on a street 
car I become a party to a contract 
with the street car company. They 
agree to carry me to my destination 
and I agree to pay them a nickle 
for that accommodation. The con- 
ductor represents the company. I 
represent myself. No amount of neg- 
ligence on the part of the conductor 
ean relieve me of my obligation to 
fulfill my part of the contract into 
which I voluntarily entered when I 
boarded the car. 

“A man will grow increasingly 
small and little in his owp sight. and 
lose respect for himself, who looks 
for chances to steal nickles from 
street car companies. 

“Should bachelors be taxed? | 

“This subject is usually treated 
facetiously, but the readers of his- 
tory have not forgotten that it has 
been regarded in the past as a most 
serious question. After the French 
revolution when a new Constitution 
in France was adopted it contained 
the provision that an unmarried man 
was not considered worthy of a 
place in the Senate. | 

“There has always been and is, to- 
more or less the feeling that 
the bachelor is seeking to escape his 
ahare of the burdens of society. 

“For myself it seems to me that 
being a bachelor is a great burden 
of itself, and I am not sure that a 
sympathetic people should add to the 
burdens of these much-to-be-pitied 
men, by placing a money tax upon 
them. Many of these bachelors are 
already generously providing for 
those who are dependent upon them, 
or whose support they have assu/#ed. 

“However, it would not hurt, per- 

haps, to.try the experiment of plac- 
ing, say $100 annual tax upon each 
bachelor, and, from the fund 80 ob- 
tained, appropriate a given amount 
to each child annually, when the 
income of the family was below a 
certain amount. 
“It would probably result in a re- 
newed activity in affairs matrimonial, 
and strongly rebuke tendencies to- 
ward race-suicide.” 


| DR. W. H. DAY. 
FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 
HOW A WOMAN'S QUESTION 
VEALED THE TRUTHS OF CHRIST'S 
EARTHLY MISSION. 


At the First Congregational Church 
last night, Dr. William Horace Day 
concluded a series of sermons based 
upon Scripture lessons illustrated by 
motion pictures. As a prelude to the 
evening sermon, Dr. Day discussed th 
value of the experiment. 

“During the month of August we 
have been putting motion pictures to 
a new use. As a means of amuse- 
ment for the people they have proved 
to be more effective than anything 
man ever discovered,” he said. ‘Even 
the national game is a tiny enterprise 
beside this giant, which like Jonah’s 
gourd has sprung up almost ov 
night. As a valuable assistant in the 
process of education, the motion pic- 
ture is beginning to take its true place. 
Man learns so much more rapidly 
through the eye than through the ear 
that the teacher is adopting this 
method. Every thoughtful preacher 
and religious leader has been asking 
the question—is this invention capable 
of being made helpful for religious 
education and in the preaching of the 
evangel? If I am to judge by your 
faces, I should say that by a large ma- 
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Scripture lessons have made Bibie 
scenes living.”

“Jesus sat on the well curb at noon- 
tide, thirsty from his journey. When 
& woman came with her water pitch- 
er, the first thing that she expected 
was an insult, for the Jews had no 
dealings with the samaritans. In- 
stead, this remarkable stranger asked 
courteously for a drink. ‘How it 1s 
thou, being a Jew, askest me a drink 
of me, who am a Samaritan woman?” 
But as he spoke, the consciousness of

“I am the truth. And the truth 
shall make you free. The Master 
found Nicodemus, the Jewish scholar 
and statesman, slow to understand, 
and he limited his teachings to him 
io a single truth—that of the new 
birth but to this single minded, yet 
ainful woman, who had an honest de- 
sire to be better, he declared three 
of the profoundest truths In the Gos- 
pel. He told her of the water of life, 
that should be like a well, springing 
up unto eternal life, that God is a 
spirit, who could be worshipped any- 
where, not alone in-, Mt, Gerezim, or 
in Jerusalem, but wherever any hu- 
man heart bows itself in spirit and 
truth. And finally he declared to her 
without hesitation that He that spoke 
to her was the Messiah that cometh. 
Nicodemus could not have received 
that messags, much less the proud and 
self-righteous Pharisees. At so early 
a point in His ministry He could 
make this announcement only to a 
soul, blackened by sin though it was, 
darkened by ignorance, had yet a per- 
fectly genuine longing for the truth, 
a yearning well nigh hopeless per- 
haps to find the better way.

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DR. JAMES W. KRAMER. 
TEMPLE BAPTIST CHURCH. 
CHURCH OF TOMORROW TO BE ONE 
FOR YOUNG PEOPLE AND BET- 
TER ORGANIZED. 

Rev. James W. Kramer, D.D., of 
Spokane, Wash., preached in the 
Temple Baptist Church last night on 
“The Church of Tomorrow.” He said 
in part: 

“There was a time when men in 
the church hacked other men to 
pieces for the glory of God: when 
& man was put in prison for staying 
away from church three Sundays in 
succession, when men had rather see 
the devil enter a church than a vio- 
lin; when Baptist and Methodist had 
each other by the throat; when the 
ehurch had a padiock on the mouths 
of the women; when the Sabbath was 
a day of torture and not a day of in- 
spiration. 

“The church of tomorrow will be 
a young people's church. The Bible 
does not discriminate against young 
people, if some deacons do. The 
church which neglects her young will 
nurse the ashes of her desolation. 
Old soldiers may be cooler under fire, 
but, like Jim Jeffries, can’t come back. 
God does not intend his church to 
be a fold with the lambs outside and 
the sheep inside. A church without 
children is like the vision of an old 
soldiers’ home—no hope, no com- 
pensation, no enlistments, merely 
home guards. 

“The church of tomorrow will de 
an organized church. I know it seems 
the church is organized to death, top- 
heavy, nine-tenths under the water 
We act as if complexity was more 
effective than simplicity. Because 
we scatter we are not hitting the 
bullseye. But the New Testament 
church was not a bushwhacking cam- 
paign. There was not a separate 
track for every church to run on; 
we must elicit, combine and direct. 

“The church of tomorrow will be 
united, not the unity of the prison 
secured by bolts and bars, but the 
unity of the home. It does not mean 
the union of heads, but the union of 
hearts. Christ never promised that 
there should be one fold, but that 
there would be one flock. The church 
has never lost a battle when she pre- 
sented a solid front. One kind of 
Masons, Odd Fellows, Knights of 
Pythias—but over 300 different kinds 
of faith, 

“The church of tomorrow will be 
a social church. A million-dollar 
church for the rich and a mission for 
the poor is not scriptural. The work- 
ing man, the man with overalls on, 
the man with the dinner-pail in his 
hand, is not to be found in the church 
There is no niche the moneyless man 
can fill. You will never reach the 
masses by ringing a church-bell and 
putting a church notice in the papers. 
The golden rule is workable in the 
church if you will work it.- In many 
places the church is leaving the 
crowded districts, fleeing away from 
the masses. Get your church on fire 
and the world will come to see it 
burn. Men shivering outside in the 
cold will not pass your church and 
warm at other fires when your church 
is warm with brotherly love. 

“The church of tomorrow will be 
a serving and loving church. The 
towel and basin have a new place in 
service since Jesus came. The cold 
world wants loving hands and warm 
hearts. We are not the servants of 
men, but the brothers of men. The 
world is full of cripples waiting for 
some one to put them in the pool. 
A broken heart will never be healed 
with a gold piece. You can’t put your 
Christianity into a preacher, physi- 
clan, nurse, flowers or food—it. will 
not go unless you go with it. What 
Christ said has never affected me as 
much as what Christ did.

has no business to attempt to do. 


Christ never intended the church to 
attempt to regulate everything that 
needs regulation. Mind you, I believe 
that indirectly, as result of the power 
of her example, of her saving grace 
in men’s lives, as a result of the gos- 
pel which she preaches all things 
in the world will be blessed, abuses 
corrected, crime and oppression 
driven back, but those are mere in- 
cidents in the life and work of the 
church. Every time the church has 
attempted to go outside her rightful 
domain as an organization she has 
done herself and the world great 
harm. She attempted to run the 
State, and what pitiful attempt it 
was, The State was ruined and she 
was desperately corrupted. She at- 
tempted to meddle in party politics 
and woe to the party and the church 
both. She tried to control art and 
science and slavery and ignorance 
followed in her wake. She attempted 
to control literature and education 
and she made a disgraceful failure of 
it. She has in her organized capacity 
attempted to be the police force of 
the State for the enforcement of 
law and hae failed. Not many times 
has an organized force created by the 
church as such come to anything but 
grief when it has gone into this field 
where the church's real mission did 
not lie. 

“Then the church has been tempted 
to turn a gospel of rebuke of guilt 
for sin, of genuine regeneration by 
the new birth, of deep and sincere 
repentance for sin, into a mere gospel 
of ease and entertainment. The 
temptation of the church to substi- 
tute what the world wants for what 
it really needs is the most subtie form 
of satanic temptation today. Com- 
Pare our sermon topics and our ser- 
mons of this day with the burning 
-epics of even a half century ago and 
be surprised at the difference. Who 
will argue that the sin does not ex- 
ist? Who will say that those men 
did not know how to preach? I am 
ashamed of my ministry when 
I think of what it ought to be and 
then am compelled to acknowledge 
what it is.”

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THE WIDOWS OF INDIA.

Since the Abolishment of. the Suttee 


They Have Gained a Greater Power 

Than in Other Countries. 

[Baltimore American:] Although 
in India there still lingers among the 
natives a dull feeling concerning the 


fact of widows surviving their lords. 


yet little by little and inch by 
inch those same widows have gained 
much ground since the abolishment 
of the Suttee. They have now an 
actual and rather large claim upon the 
estate of a dead husband, and more- 
over, as a matter of fact, the women 
in general have now. an influence and 
a power perhaps greater, if one but 


\knew it, than that of their English 


and American sisters, simply 

this power is exercised behind the 
purdah. Consequently, the well-inten- 
tioned movement that one hears of in 
the United States, having the object 
of emancipating Indian women is. to 
the well informed a trifie useless. 
Otten, even without the assistance 
of the prieste—who are the great al- 
lies of women there—it is amazing 
how cleverly the latter manage to ob- 
tain their own way. In every native 
house of eny importance, especially 
in the older palaces, there is within 
the Zenana an apartment known as 
the sulking-room, where the «wife may 
seclude herself from her husband un- 
til finally in sheer desperation he 
yields to her wishes, whatever they 
may be.

HINA’S BAD FIX 
MAT BE DIVIDED. 


(New Tork Sun:] China is a long 
way from being out of her troubles, 
according to an American who has 
been in business in that country for 
fifteen years, and who arrived in New 
York yesterday. Foreigners, accord- 
ing to the visitor, look for one of two 
things: interference from other pow- 
ers, leading to partition, or a Split of 
tries, w the boun 

Min River. 

“Everybody believes that something 
is going to happen oon,“ said the 
traveller. It there is no interference, 
then the split between North China 
and South China, in the opinion of 
foreign residents, will come within a 
year. If interference comes north 
and south will forget their differences, 
and then it’s war upon the foreign 
devil from that time on until the 


whole country is forcibly pacified— 


which would take a long, long time. 

“Anybody who really knows China 
knows there is much difference be- 
tween the Chinese of the north and 
those of the south. The man from 
Canton who goes up to Pekin has to 
travel a day and a night to get there, 
and when he ig arrived he cannot 
make understood. South 
China is progressive while North 
China is not. In an Occidental coun- 
try it would have been regarded as 
a ridiculous move to make the man 
who led the army to suppress a suc- 
cessful revolt the head of the new 
government, and it is not strange that 
South China has become suspicious 
already of Yuan Shih Kal. 

“Yuan's course since his elevation 
to the Presidency has been directed 
toward making himself stronger. He 
spurns advice from his counsellors. 
He is practically dictator. South 
China would like to have a man like 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen at the head of the 
government. North China js on the 
fence, but is ready to be ruled by the 
strongest man. 

“Americans and Europeans 
China believe that if the three Ru- 
ropean powers which a few years ago 
wanted to partition China should get 
hungry for territory again the Unit- 
ed States would not be able a sec- 
ond time to keep them from doing it. 
The Chinese believe today that the 
United States is responsible for the 
integrity of their eountry and there 
is more pro-American sentiment than 
at any other time in the last fifteen 
years. There is little anti-foreign 
but interference would kin- 

e it. 

“To any one that has lived in the 
country the display of martial spirit 
everywhere is remarkable. The boys 
no longer are satisfied with flying 
kites. They march about with sticks 
on their shoulders. 

The Japanese are in a pecullar 
position in China. Only the fact that 
England is with the United States at 
present as regards a policy prevents 
them from getting active. 
other power should once start to 
make a move the Japanese would 
beat them to it. It does not seem 
to be known in this country that in 
Japan all arms in any quantity are 
owned by the government and are 
stored in Tokio in government ware- 
houses. At the outbreak of the rev- 
olution the Japanese first refused to 
sell arms to the rebels. Within thirty 
days their policy had changed, the 
result being that of the 90,000 rifles 
purchased between November 15 and 
January 16, easily 75,000 came from 
Japan. 

“These must have been sold in 
China with the cognizance of the 
Japanese government, and the sale 
was a breach of international law. 
The rebels would have been willing 
to pay double for American rifles if 
they could have purchased them. 
The bulk of what they got from Japan 


were such as were captured from the. 


Russians and doctored into fair shape 
by Tokio gunsmiths. 

“During the twenty years that the 
Chinese had been purchasing arma, 
and down to the close of the revo 
tion, each of the eleven Viceroys that 
ruled the elghteen provinces was al- 
lowed to maintain a certain number 
of troops, for which arms and sup- 
plies were purchased by himself or 
his own staff. These were troops 
under the Viceroy himself and should 
not be confused with the imperial 
troops, whose arms were purchased 
through Pekin or Tientsin. Within 
two months after Yuan had deen 
made President he telegraphed or- 
ders to all the Viceroys and acting 
Governors that no permit for the 
entry of arms would be good without 
his personal O. K., which, it may be 
added, it was found impossible to 
obtain.

PROFTT IN ALLIGATORS. ; 


Demand for Their Leather Is YIn- 
creasing and New Uses Have Been 
Found for Their Carcasses. 
[Washington Star: ] Alligator farm- 
ing for profit is developing into a bust 
ness of considerable importance in 
Venezuela and Colombia, South Amer- 
ica, according to Franklin Adama, of 
the Pan-American Union, who has 
just returned to Washington from an 
extensive trip in the southern hemis- 
phere. Alligator farms have lo 
been more or less of a magazine an 
newspaper joke, and there have been 
some tentative efforts to establish 
them on a business basis in Flori but 
the supply of wild ‘gators has 
enough to meet the commercial de- 


mands for skins. 
Now, however, the demand for all- 
increased, and 
there have been many other uses dis- 


gator leather has 


in covered for the carcasses, such as 


making ornaments out of the teeth, 
using some of the interior organs in 
medicine and mounting the claws for 
souvenirs. With this increase in de- 


mand the alligator hunters have 
diminished the wild supply consid- 
erably, and the South can 


farmers, who are by no means asleep 
to commercial possibilities, as is often 
supposed in this country, have gone 
—.— ‘gator farming on an extensive 
scale. 

Much of the river and marsh land 
in Venezuela and Colombia is good for 
little except raising the saurians, un- 
less it is drained for farming, which 
is rather an expensive undertaking. 
So the farmers in many cases have. 
simply fenced their land and put wire. 
mesh barriers across e streams to 
keep in the alligat and have al- 
lowed the reptiles to propagate them- 
selves. It is not claimed that the: 
‘gators are as prolific as rabbits, but. 
they lay twelve eggs at a time, and 
out of these they usually manage to 
bring about ten to maturity. The 
farmers do not wait for the alligators: 
to reach full size, because at three 
years they are big enough for com- 
mercial purposes, while to reach the 
maximum of fourteen feet takes the 
best part of a century. 

A 3-year-old alligator will bring 
a gross return of about $20, and there 
is Mttle expense connected with pre- 
paring him except brine for curing 
the skin. whith is preferred on the 
market to the stiff sun-dried hide. Of 
course, these young alligators do not 
furnish as much in the way of 
and claws as the older specimena but 
the farmers keep a watch on their 
herds, and kill off a few of the more 
mature ones each season, 

This sort of farming is very much 
to the liking of the South American 
cultivator, because there is little work 
involved except sitting down and 
waiting for the gators to grow. The 
Indians do the killing and skinning 
at low wages. There has been some 
discussion es to whether it would’ be 
practicable to intubate the eggs, but 
nothing in this line haf been done on 
any of the South American 
About the only precaution that 
taken is to keep the rivers and ponds 
where the alligators are raised free 
of pike, barracuda and other fresh 
eating fish that would be harmful! to 
the infant alligators. Some of the 
farms malntah more than a hundred 
mature alligators.

Some day erican labor will wake to 
its dignity, its power, its opportunities, in 
quite'a different manner to that planned 
by the labor-union leaders.

The 
wrong kind of advertisement dethroned 
Manoel of Portugal. 


The people who still pretend to look 
upon direct advertising as beneath their 
dignity are those who are clever enough 
to get their advertising free; though why 
free advertising should be dignified and 
paid-for advertising humiliating they do 
not care to explain. Seeing that only a 
limited number can be Kings or third- 
termers most of us still will advertise in 
a regular and legitimate way. 

Advertising is now a profession which 
has called to its aid skillful artists, clever 
penmen, thoughtful reasoners, high-priced 
specialists on a large and magnificent 
scale. It is as much a profession as medi- 


cine, journalism, pedagogy or law. A good | 


advertiser must know how to choose the 
vital word, he must be able to think con- 
cisely, he must be intimately acquainted 
with the needs of the house for whom he 
is working and the public to whom he is 
addressing himself. He must have imag- 
ination, insight and a keen sense of the 
opportune. Conviction only comes from 
strong statement fitted unerringly to each 
passing public need. An advertisement is 
not an advertisement unless it convinces. 


HE PUZZLE SODVED. 

It has puzzled us all to guess why 
England should insist on non-remission of 
tolls to American coastwise vessels pass- 
ing through the Panama Canal, since Eng- 
lish ships could not trade between Amer- 
ican ports. 

The reason is made apparent by recent 
articles in London papers. Even if toll 
were charged on all ships, then New York, 
or Boston, or Philadelphia, or New Orleans 
would have about eight days the advantage 
of Liverpool in reaching the east coast of 
Asia through the Panama Canal. In cer- 
tain lines of goods for China and Japan 
and Eastern India this advantage would 
result in diverting a large share of the 
trade of the Orient from Liverpool to New 
York, and when to this inducement a bonus 
of free tolls of $1.25 per ton should be 
added it would make great inroads upon 
British commerce. Even if tolls were col- 
lected from American ships engaged in 
foreign trade, free tolls to American coast- 
wise ships would enable Atlantic coast 
manufacturers and merchants to land their 
goods in San Francisco or San Pedro 
cheaper by 3000 miles of ocean travel and 
$1.25 per ton freight than Liverpool goods. 
Such wares could be landed there and as 
goods imported for exportation could be 
exempted from customs dues, San Fran- 
cisco and San Pedro would divest Liver- 
pool of considerable trade.

“But a man must gamble, mon ami,” 
says the Frenchman, in wonderment that 
the fact could ever be disputed, so the 
state, instead of decreeing that all future 
gambling shall take place on the sly in 
dark underground cellars or secret cham- 
bers, opening up a vast field for tempta- 
tion, graft and general sinfulness, obligingly 
places gambling on the respectable list, 
sees that the game is. played fair, and 
shares handsomely in the profits. 

And as for beggaring the race, ruining 
the nation’s morals, and inculcating vice— 
why, even the most rabid Britisher or 
American could never look a Frenchman 
in the face and declare that their countries 
enjoyed one iota of moral superiority. And 
when it comes to a real comparison we 
are bound to admit that individually the 
Frenchman is the most thrifty, prosperous 
and hardworking of the three! |

playing for their raison d'etre. 

Yet a properly organized gambling ca- 
sino, with all the wholesome advantages of 
publicity and counter attractions, would be 
condemned as the most sinful proposition, 
and I am sorry for the political party that 
dared to include it in its platférm.

Good Record. 
ED CROSS’ WORK 
\ AMONG JAPANESE. 


SOCIETY THERE ONE OF Mon- 
EST IN THE WORLD. 


[New Tork Sun:! The Red Cross 
Society of Japan is not only one of 
the biggest, but it is also one of the 
best-organized of the Red Cross so- 
cieties of the world. It has a mem- 
bership of more than 1,600,000, its 
property is estimated to be worth 
$15,000,000, and its annual income is 
$500,000. 


Well known, too, is it, that the so- 
ciety found it possible to render really 
remarkable service in the relief of the 
lll and wounded of the 
forces during the Chino-Japanese and 
Russo-Japanese wars. With the in- 
crease of its power and influence in 
those times, it immediately began to 
extend its activities to relief work of 
an international nature. 

During the Boxer troubles in North 
Chine, its hospital ships and reserve 
hospitals took care of the ill and 
wounded of the allied forces, and it 
easily won the approbation of the 
powers for the excellence of its work. 
In the recent revolutionary outbreaks 
in China, it sent relief corps to Han- 
kow, China, and attended to 5000 of 
the lll and wounded. 

In the absence of an effective Red 
Cross organization in China, the work 
done by the Japanese earned the gen- 
uine appreciation of the Chinese peo- 
ple. At the time of the San Fran- 
cisco earthquake it contributed 400,- 
000 yen ($200,000) to the relief fund, 
and at the time of the earthquakes in 
Italy, 41,000 lire, ($103,000.) 

The most remarkable feature of 
the activities of the Red Cross So- 
ciety of Japan, however, is undoubted- 
ly in its relief work in time of peace. 
It has local stations or sections all 
over the country, and each does an 
enormous amount of relief work in 
time of stress and trouble. In a way 
this is keeping up the efficiency of the 
society’s medical staff and nurses for 
the more serious business of war. 
During the past five years the so- 
clety gave disaster relief in 180 
cases, and treated in all, 69,956 
patients. With the increase of acci- 
dents, due to the progress of indus- 
tries and communications, the im- 
portance of such relief work becomes 
more and more apparent. The great- 
est emphasis as to the importance of 
such work has been brought to the 
attention of the world by the gift of 
$50,000 by the Empress of Japan to 
the Red Cross Society, the income 
from which is to be devoted to re- 
lief work in time of peace. 

The Japanese nation was the first 
to recognize the true value of. the 
medical officer in time of war—that 
his place was at the front of an army, 
to prevent disease, as well as at the 
rear, to cure it. They completely re- 
versed the usual statistics and instead 
of losing ten men from disease to one 
from battle casualties, they lost three 
from battle casualties to one from 
disease, thus creating a record here- 
tofore unheardof in the annals of 
war. 

Long before hostilities began they 
established the most magnificent Red 
Cross Society the world has ever seen, 
which today numbers nearly 2,000,000 
members, with an emergency fund of 
over $7,000,000, They organized a 
medical corps which taught the world 
that the first duty of its officers was 
not to cure disease, but to prevent it, 
and they gave these officers sufficient 
autnority to enforce the measures 
that would and that did prevent it. 
They had as an auxiliary to this 
corps no less than 44,009 sanitary sol- 
diers whose duty it was to carry out 
the sanitary menstures that would pre 


vent disease. Such assistants are un- 


opposing | 


— 


known in our army. They sent their 
men ahead with scouts, to examine 
the water supplies and establish sta- 
tions for boiling it, so the advancing 
columns would not be exposed to dis- 
eases contracted through its impuri- 
ties, to all of which, says a writer in 
the Oriental Review, I can testify 
from personal observation. 

They taught thelr officers that to 
operate on the field of battle, except 
where death was imminent from hem- 


lorrhage, was a crime, because such 


operation could not be performed un- 
der asceptic conditions; they taught 
their army the value of cleanliness— 
every soldier had his bath almost daily 
and on the eve of battle the soldier 
bathed with special care and put on 
fresh underwear. 

In the event of his being wounded 
a first-aid dressing was immediately 
applied by himself if his injury was 
a minor one, or by his companion if 
it were more serious. Every soldier 
was thoroughly trained in the applica- 
tion of these @ressings, and as a re- 
sult a very large proportion of the 
wounded never had these dressings 
removed until their wounds, which 
were asceptic, were healed and they 
were able to return to the front and 
rejoin their colors. 


INSURANCE OF AVIATORS. 


Foreign Companies Have Made the 
Venture, but Have Found It Hard 
to Make It a Profitable Line. 


[Chicago Record Herald:] The un- 
derwriting of aerial risks has been 
carried on in a tentative way and as 
a side line by several German life and 
accident insurance companies for two 
years or more. The results of ex- 
perience to date appear not to have 
been altogether encouraging to these 
companies, and all are now carefully 
circumscribing the scope of their op- 
erations. 
Conditions attending insurance 
against lability for damages arising 
from injury to persons and property 
has been made highly restrictive: the 
rates for the insurance of aeronauts 
(those who go up in lighter than air 
craft) have recently been Increased; 
the insurance of aviators(those who 
go up in heavier than air craft) 
against death sems to have been aban- 
doned altogether, and the number of 
aerial policies of any kind which are 
now being written is said to be very 
small. : 
One ofgthe companies which had 
earlier ventured into insurance of 
aviators against death recently paid a 
$12,000 claim arising from such a pol- 
icy. andin addition a considerable 
amount to cover the loss on the aero- 
plane, which was destroyed. 

A Swiss insurance company which 
does an accident business in Germany, 
including automobile insurance, etc., 
has recently abandoned altogether 
the insurance of airmen and air craft. 
During the two years in which it ex- 
perimented in the fleld of aerial in- 
surance it wrote about 100 policies, 
says the Consular and Trade Reports. 
For insurance against death it 
charged an annual premfum of $110 
for a $2380 policy, and the same 
premium for accident insurance, 
giving a daily remuneration of $2.40 
during invalidity. 

Although these rates were increased 
later, the company found the business 
unprofitable. A Cologne company, 
one of the pioneers in the field, has 
almost entirely abandoned the writ- 
ing of aerial policies. None of the 
local companies will now quote rates 
for the insurance of aviators against 
death. The rates for accident for 
aviators are $2.38 for a $238 policy 
and $4.76 for a policy yielding a daily 
remuneration of 24 cents a day during 
invalidity. 

The rates for the insurance of avia- 
tors against liability for damages 
arising from injury to other persons 
range from $29.75 for a policy paying 
a maximum of $5950 when one per- 
son is injured or $17,850 when more 
than one is injured, to $47.60 for a 
maximum of $23,800 for one or $71,- 
400 for more than one person in- 
jured. The rate for insurance against 
liability for damages to property is 
20 per cent. of the value of the policy 
when damages from fire or explosion 
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are not included and 30 per cent.

SURPLUS LARGE. 


Production Has Good Lead 
Over Consumption. 


Decrease Shown in July Out- 
put and Shipments. 


Members of Agency Receive 
Higher Returns for Oil. 


The consumption of oll during the 
five months ending July 31 based on 
the shipments for that period was 
201.195 barrels per day. For the 


game period the production averaged 
225,133 barrels a day. The. total 
average surplus of of] daily was, 


therefore, 23,938 barrels. This shows 


that the production in California still 
has a good lead on the consumption. 


¢| The-net production of oll in Cali- 
>| fornia for July amounted to 17,113,- 


858 barrels, a daily average decline 
from June of 2,645.41 barrels. Ship- 
ments for July totaled 6,314,579 bar- 
rels, a decrease of about 10,000 bar- 
rels per day from June. The total 
oll in storage in the State July 31 
was 44,919,262 barrels. 
Members of the Independent Pro- 
ducers’ Agency received 33% cents 


in July. This is an increase of 3% 
cents per barrel over the average 
price of the preceding six months 
and establishes a much better price 
for fuel oll, which is the only grado 


cates that the oil industry is in very 

good condition from the producers’ 

standpoint. 

Midway. 

In well No. 1 of the Pyramid Ol 
Company, which is operating on sec- 
tion 18 in the Midway district, the 
tools were lost last week through the 
breaking of the cable. It was necés- 
sary to pull the casing in order to 
get them out. This has been accom- 
plished and drilling has been resumed 
at a depth of 4102 feet. The gas 
pressure continues very strong, and 
geologists, who have examined the 
bailings coming from the well, de- 
clare it to be now im the oll forms- 
tion. Well No. 2 on section 18 has 
been going very slowly, drilling out 
the mud, which was forced into the 
hole when the eight-inch casing was 
landed. This well is 8875 feet deep. 
On section 26, leased from the United 
Oll Company, well No. 2 went through 
a fine showing of tar sand at 1000 
feet. The hole is down 1295 feet, 
and will land the ten-inch casing on 
the next clay stratum. This well 
should encounter the productive light 
oll sand at 1500 feet or less. 

F. W. Schaad, who recently leased 
the property of the Midway Five Oil 
Company, put well No. 1 on the pump 
last week and it produced 350 barrels 
a day, but finally became choked with 
sand and is now being bailed out. 
Well No. 2 is pumping 125 barrela 
per day. 

The Panama Ol] Company has at- 
tained a depth of 3474 feet in. well 
No. 1, and the formatton has changed 
to a sandy blue shale with a great 
amount of gas. The formation cor- 
responds very closely to that en- 
countered in well No. 2 immediately 
above the oil sand. Well No. 2 con- 
tinues to flow steadily with a produc- 
tion of about 400 barrels per day. 


Other Companies. 

The Rock Ol Company is getting 
a production of 7500 to 8000 barrels 
per month of 18.3 gravity oil from 
six producing wells. “Well No. 5, near 
the center of the south line of the 
property, encountered trouble after 
being cemented at 2270 feet, and has 
been abandoned. Well No. 12 on the 
north end of the property landed the 
ten-inch casing at 1650 feet, and is 
drilling with the eight-inch. 

The Pacific Crude Oil Company re- 
cently declared dividend No. of 
10 cents per share on 700,000 shares 
of outstanding stock. The company 
has a contract with the Standard at 
46 cents a barrel. The big gusher 
is still fowing 7000 barrels a day. 

The United Oi] Company has ce- 
mented well No. 21 at a depth of 2652 
feet. The cementing job is believed 
to have been successful. It will be 
allowed to set for about three weeks, 
and the well will then be completed. 
The company has a very fine show- 
ing of oil and gas in well at 2725 
feet, and the prospects are consid- 
ered excellent for a good producer. 
Well No. 25, which was spudded in 
July 12, has landed and .cemented 
the ten-inch casing at 2329 feet. This 
well is midway between No. 20 and 
the 2500-barrel flowing well of the 
Mays on section 28. Well No. 24 is 
still off production, but is expected 
te be back on the producing list in 
a very short time. Some changes 
have been made in the office and 
field management of this company 
which, it is believed, will have bene- 
ficial results. The company has 
moved its offices to the Title In- 
surance building. | 

An effort is being made to go ahead 
with the well which the Oleum De- 
velopment Company has already 
drilled on its lease, but as yet, noth- 
ing has been accomplished toward 
financing the project. The  stock- 
holders held another informal meet- 
ing at which a committee was ap- 
pointed to formulate plans for get- 
ting affairs straightened out. It Is 
believed that a new company will be 
formed, and that probably each 
stockholder will be assessed and re- 
ceive stock in the new concern pro 
rata on his assessment.
